MR.  RICHARD  ZOINO 

Although  Mr.  Richard  Zoino  is  the  most  recently  appointed 
of  the  four  housemasters,  he  has  been  involved  with  Brockton 
High  School  for  a  considerable  amount  of  time.  He  began  in 
1967  as  a  chemistry  teacher,  later  joining  the  guidance 
department,  and  then  assuming  an  administrative  role  as  an 
assistant  housemaster.  This  year  he  has  taken  over  the  position 
of  housemaster  of  the  Green  Building  with  the  goal  of  "giving 
students  the  best  possible  educational  experience  at  Brockton 
High  School,"  not  only  in  academic  areas,  but  also  in  social 
experiences.

In  addition,  he  wants  students  to  perceive 
him  as  someone  who  understands  that  he  is  human  and  fallible,  and  as  someone  who 
likes  kids.  He  notes  that  while  his  job  often  accentuates  the  negative  aspects  of  Brockton 
High  School,  he  remains  aware  of  the  many  positive  things  going  on  in  the  high  school  in 
academic,  athletic,  and  extracurricular  activiteis,  such  as  the  bands  or  the  drama  club.  He 
feels  that  it  is  "too  bad  that  the  community  doesn't  realize  what  is  going  on  in  these 
areas",  adding  that  he  wishes  that  more  students  would  take  advantage  of  the  opportuni- 
ties they  have.  His  advice  to  the  senior  class  is  that  they  should  "reach  as  high  as  possible" 
and  that  they  "shouldn't  be  afraid  to  dream  big  or  set  high  standards,  and  should  not  let 
anything  limit  their  goals".

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Even  though  the  Brockton  High  School  Jazz 
Ensemble  suffered  the  loss  of  an  extroradinarily  large 
and  talented  senior  class  last  year,  this  year's 
Ensemble,  having  many  new  members,  is  doing 
well. Through  the  work  and  determination  of  this 
year's  senior  members  and  the  devotion  of  their 
director,  Mr.  Vincent  Macrina,  the  group  has  come 
together  and  is  now  actively  entering  its  concert 
season.  As  in  years  past,  the  Jazz  Ensemble  is 
performing  at  most  of  the  junior  highs  and 
elementary  schools  in  the  city,  the  Rotary  Club,  the 
Kiwanis  Club,  and  all  the  Stonehill  Chieftains' 
basketball  games.  In  the  past,  however  this  1988- 
1989  Ensemble  as  well  as  many  of  its  individual 
members  have  participated  and  won  awards  in  some 
of  the  most  prestigious  competitions  in  the  state  and 
in  the  country.  In  1988  the  Ensemble  won  a  bronze 
medal  in  the  Southeastern  District  Jazz  Ensemble 
Competition.  This  exceptionally  talented  group  was 
also  afforded  the  opportunity  to  compete  against 
some  of  the  best  Jazz  Bands  in  the  world.  In  this 
particular  competition,  which  was  held  in  Washing- 
ton, DC,  the  Ensemble  performed  before  a  panel  of 
judges  who  judged  according  to  a  particular 
international  rating  system.  Of  all  the  bands  that 
perform  around  the  world,  only  six  percent  receive 
gold  medals.  The  Brockton  High  School  Jazz 
Ensemble,  because  of  its  superior  musicianship,  won  a 
gold  medal  while  achieving  one  of  the  highest 
recorded  scores.  Looking  beyond  the  band  as  a  unit, 
we  can  see  what  makes  this  such  a  superior  group. 
Considered  perhaps  one  of  the  best  guitarists  in  the 
country  and  certainly  the  best  in  the  state,  Bob 
Sneider  has  been  in  the  All-State  Jazz  Band  for  three 
years  and  this  year  was  chosen  to  perform  as  a 
member  of  the  McDonald's  All-American  Band.  He 
is  one  of  four  incredible  players  who  form  the  heart 
and  soul  of  the  ensemble  rhythm  section.  The  other 
three  musicians  in  this  section  are  Al  Handy  on  bass, 
Maria  Luizzi  on  piano,  and  Kevin  Snow  on 
percussion.  The  Ensemble  is  comprised  of  fourteen

While 
the  band  played  "Rocky"  in  the  stands,  which  seemed  to  be  a  sea  of  red  and  black,  the  Boxers  stunned  Dedham  with  a  devastating 
attack  led  by  the  powerful  pair  of  Rudy  Harris  and  Darnell  Campbell.  The  Brockton  defense  went  to  work  also  and  allowed  Dedham 
to  score  only  three  more  points,  leaving  them  at  16.  However,  the  excitement  was  not  yet  over.  Although  Brockton  was  leading  20-16, 
there  was  still  time  left  on  the  clock  and  the  Boxers  still  had  some  work  to  do.  Soon  the  team  scored  another  touchdown!  The  Brockton 
Boxers  played  an  incredible  game  in  their  27-16  come-from-behind  Superbowl  victory!  Once  again,  Brockton  had  proven  that  their 
designation  in  the  number  one  slot  was  well-deserved  for  they  had  returned  home  from  the  Superbowl  with  a  victory.  Congratulations 
to  our  team:  Jim  Kelleher,  William  McCoy,  Joe  D*Amore,  Leon  Stepherson,  Anthony  DeGrace,  Bobby  Toe,  Ray  Marshall,  Richard 
Wilson,  Joe  Lessard,  and  best  of  luck  to  Mr.  Colombo,  and  his  coaches  and  players  in  future  Superbowls.

On 
the  lighter  side,  a  trip  to  the  zoo,  visits  to  malls,  and  a 
whole  day  in  Georgetown  made  our  learning  experience 
more  pleasant. 

As  the  week  came  to  an  end,  nobody  wanted  to  go 
home;  saying  goodbye  to  people  we  had  known  only  a 
week,  but  felt  like  we  had  known  a  lifetime.  We  realized, 
that  even  though  the  trip  was  ending,  the  friendships  we 
had  made  and  the  memories  that  we  created  would  last 
forever. 

As  well  as  the  students  enthusiasm  to  learn  "Close- 
Up"  about  the  United  States  government,  it  took  two 
teachers  to  help  us  live  our  experience.  Besides  arousing 
our  interest  in  this  trip,  these  two  teachers  had  to  organize 
the  trip  for  us.  Thank  you  Mr.  Uto  and  Mr.  Walsh  for 
making  it  possible  for  us  to  participate  in  the  Close-Up 
program.

her  life  story  of  wealth  and  refinement  to  her  proletariet  admirer 
(David  Costa),  each  of  whom  plays  the  opposite  role  in  life;  a 
compassionate  man  (German  Alfonso)  to  whom  a  woman  (Bobbi- 
Lee  Lutoff)  reveals  her  grief  over  her  departed  lover-  a  lover  who  has 
been  the  figment  of  the  woman's  imagination;  a  passionate  husband 
(Eric  Droukas)  who  desperately  attempts  to  woo  a  young  woman 
(Christine  O'Keefe)  to  cook  for  his  family;  and  finally  an  acidic 
daughter  (Kristin  Abisso)  attempts  to  cool  her  garrulous  father's  (Eric 
McLaughlin)  budding  relationship  with  his  flighty  housekeeper  (Ker- 
ry Murtagh)  and  is  surprised  when  her  own  frozen  heart  is  thawed  by 
the  iceman.
